The proposed exemptions from sections 6, 14, and 16 of the Act 
seem to us to be unnecessary. Exemption from a portion of section 7 
will effectively rernove the Agency from Commission regulations issued 
under authority of section 6. Section 16 gives the Commission no 
authority to require from agencies information and materials which 
they do not wish to furnish. Any assignment of a CIA officer or emplover 
to a facility advocating overthrow of the Government would be for purposes 
other than training and could undoubtedly be made under other authority 
than that contained in P.L. 85-507; from the standpoint of Congressional 
and public relations, therefore, it might be well to avoid a formal 
exemption from section 14. If further consideration by the Burean anc 
the Agency shows that these exemptions are desirable, however, we 
have no objection to their being granted.
